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A PLEA FOR BENDIGO. 



Anyona viaiting thia whilom flouriahing 
■quartz mining district would be surprised to 
aee the evidences of the immense amount of 
labour performed and capital expended, with 
no apparent result except the excoriation of 
the face of mother earth by roads, trenches, 
shafts, and tunnels, and here and there a 
ghostly mill, silent and untended, — memen- 
toes of depreciated scrip and blighted hopes. 
The visitor would be lost in wonderment, and 
would be apt to enquire what all this work 
and money expenditure meant, and what the 
melancholy abandonment was due to ? If I 
happened to be his cicerone, I should reply, — 
In some instances, want of capital ; in others, 
■of patience or pluck ; and in many, misma- 
nagement. In the early days of Bendigo, 
the claims for the most part fell into the 
hands of men who possibly had never before 
seen a quartz reef, and, like the gentleman 
who received a royal Bengal tiger in a pre- 
' sent, scarcely knew what to do with it. How- 
ever, a general desultory surface-scratching 
took place, and in many instances pareels of 
stone were taken out and cmshed ; and cer- 
tainly the yields in the majority of cases 
should have warranted a further trial, and a 
livelier appearance than the place presents at 
this date. I will proceed to give the results 
of some crushings which came under ray no- 
tice ; and I think your readers will agree! 
with me that the district is worthy of further | 
■ exploration. On the siqiposition tliat such a 
concession will be made, I will endeavour to 
point out the best methods of achieving suc- 
-oess in the experiment.

the Aurora, 8 dwts to 2 oz 12 dwts. The 
foregoing figures surely show us that the pre- 
sent position of this place is due to “ some- 
thing rotten in the state of Dcnm-ark." If 
11 dwts 1C gra per ton, .according to the Aus- 
tralian belief, constitutes the best quartz 
mining district in the world, our return of 
14 dwts per ton ought to convince speculative 
capitalists that furtlier trial is necessary. I 
may be probably told by aliareholders that ' 
the stone was too expensive to raise. I an- 1 
swer, tliat this resulted generally from the ^ 
crude and unskilful methods of working the ! 
lodes ; that crushing and c.arting were too ! 
dear, — this is a fault easily remedied; or [ 
that the reef in many instances r.an out, — j 
thia is a fact which I have always and still 
decline to admit, and iiiy objection h.as been 
sustained by Victorian and other experiences, 
and is daily receiving ontirmatinn in all 
qu.artz mining countries. Latham and Wat- 
son, of Siimlliurst, spent £12,000 in continu- 
ing a. shaft through barren rock, and were re- 
warded by meeting with a massive reef, richer 
than any before discovered in the claim ; and 
in the Dowenvillc Jlino, California, there w.as 
an intermittent break of 400 feet ending in <a 
eimilar result. So, when a man tells me a 

reef has run out, 1 conclude he tells me a 

well, as the boys say, a “ whopper.” I con- 
sider sucli a statement merely a refuge for 
incompetence. I believe that the principal 
reason for the collapse of so many claims 
here was that the overheated and sanguine 
imaginations of the aharchnlders pictured the 
coming yields as ounces instead of penny- 
weights, and when the crucial test of disinte- 
gration revealed the latter, disappointments 
and heartharnings supervened, and the specu- 
lations were thrown up in disgust. 

I find that I have not space in this commu- 
nication lor the second part of my infliction, 
— viz.. How to do it ; .so will, with your per- 
mission, continue in your next ; and, if I do 
not bore your readers, I beg them to credit 
me with sincerity in my belief that this dis- 
trict is worth another attempt to develop its 
auriferous wealth. The history of quartz 
mining is fnll of examples to show us that 
the measure of success achieved is always 
proportioned to the amount of patience, 
energy, and perseverance displayed. If not 
always, at least often.

Since my last letter the Provincial Coun- 
cil have set in to their duties in an energetic 
manner.

The debate on 
the education question has of course been re- 
garded as the most interesting one of the 
session, and has pretty clearly demonstrated 
that Otago at least does not want any altera- 
tion in the provision which she has made for 
the edueatian of her children, willing though 
many of the members of Council are that 
concession should be made to Roman Catho- 
lic prejudices. Mr Reid’s Financial State- 
ment has given very general satisfaction, and 
it certainly shows the Province to be in a 
much healthier condition than was gener.ally 
imagined, although the fact of thelargeover- 
draft at the Bank of New Zealand having 
been reduced by the alienation of fifty thou- 
sand acres of land at Moa Plat to “Big 
Clarke” is looked upon by many as detract- 
ing very materially from any credit which 
may be due to the Reid Executive for their 
management of the affairs of the Province. 
At the present rate of progress, the Council 
should have all its business despatched in lit- 
tle over a week’s time from this. 

A mile flat race between the well-known 
racehorses Tomboy and Pilgrim came off at 
Forbury Park on Wednesday morning. Tom- 
boy (now oAvned by Mr E. Devine), oime in 
an easy winner, hard held. 

A meeting of gentlemen (professedly non- 
Spiritualists) was held in the London Hotel 
on Wednesday night, liaving been caked for 
the purpose of taking steps to induce the Rev. 
Dr Copland to visit Melbourne in older to 
witness the reputed spiritual te:iching aijoyed 
by the children of Mr James Smith, who re- 
cently paid this city a visit, and so astenished 
the inhabitants by giving expression at pub- 
lic meetings in the tlieatre to the extraordi- 
nary opinions which he holds on matters af- 
fecting the present and after life of file hu- 
man nice. It was resolved at the mettiiig to 
invite Dr Copland to visit Melbourne for the 
purpose stated, and also of witnesslnj other 
manifestations which are said to take place, 
all his expenses being guaranteed. After the 
recent hot controversy between Mr Smith 
and Dr Copland, it would bo r.itlior comical 
if the reverend gentleman were to cone back 
a convert to the new faith ; but I am in-! 
formed that tliere is little likelihood of Dr 
Copland accepting the invitation. 

’The arrival of the eight Auckland despera- 
does last Saturday caused (piite a commotion | 
in the neighbourliood of Rattray-streei jetty, : 
where they were landed. Besides tliree or ! 
four constables who had accompanied them . 
from the North, a strong body of the Otago ■ 
police also met the criminals, and imarclied 
with them to the Gaol, with the usual large 
muster of curious people, idlers, loungers, 
and tag, rag, and bobtail who assemble on 
such occasions. Notable among the prisoners, 
and h.andcutfed together, were the notorious 
Cyrus Haley and another murderous scoun- 
drel named Johnston, whose cheeky looks and 
conduct wore the subject of rein.ark. It is 
certainly gratifying to us that the Otigo gaol 
and its oflicers .are looked upon with such 
confidence as the sending of all these h.ar- 
dened characters tor safe keeping indicates ; 
and as the Provincial authorities are paid 
for the cost of their maiiitenaiico, I suppose 
wa must not growl at this addition to our 
population, but rather rejoice that we are in 
a position to secure our Auckland friends 
against further depredation at the hands of 
men of the Plummer stamp, to whom an es- 
c.ape from the Mount Eden Stockade seemed 
a comparatively easy matter. 



Bathgate’s was then discussed, and after some 
amendments upon it had been lost, was put 
and carried. 

FINANCIAX STATEMENT. 

The House went into Committee, and Mr 
Reid delivered bis Financial Statement, 
which will be found on our seventh page. 

CROMWELL. 

Mr Bastings moved — “That the Petition 
from the Town Council of Cromwell be re- 
ferred to the Goldfields Committee."

MOA FLAT SALE, 

A discussion took place on a motion by Mr 
Bastings that 500 acres of land be granted to 
Mr C. \V. Adams, as compensation for loss 
sustained by him, through the survey of Mr 
Clarke’s purchase being given to another sur- 
veyor. 'The mover read documents, showing 
that a condition of Mr Adams’s appointment 
was that he should have the surveying of all 
the land sold by Government in his district, 
except in cases of “ peculiar urgency.” By 
the survey being given to another surveyor, 
Mr Adams was deprived of £1100 or £1200, 
which should have gone to him. 

Mr Reid considered that Mr Adams had 
suffered no loss, as it was a condition of the 
sale that the survey should be in.ade by Mr j 
Clarke’s surveyor. Had the land not been ; 
bought by Mr Clarke it would not have been 
surveyed for many years to come. 

The discussion of Mr Adams’s claim was 
postponed till Wednesday.

I liave t!i0 honour to forward herewith 
itistical returna for the Dunstan district, 
]in which I have included Blacks, for tho 
[jrtor ending on the dUt March last. 

I regret that the short time I have had tho 
jporary charge of the district has nut 
me in a position to report fully of ita 
jitresa. The season passed through lias 
;n one of extreme dryness, .and conse- 
Uijiitly unfavourable for the production of 
,!(J; in fact, a large number of miners have 
eh forced from want of water to remain 
S|e at their claims. This applies also to 
Ijirtz-uiining, for at Bendigo the crushing 
jchiiies have been stopped ; and thoao at 
Ccrrick Ranges have worked to great dls- 
h’iutage from a short supplj^. The cutting 
the Carrlck Water Supply Oo.’s race is 
laiiienoed, and when oomi'lcted will be able 
sapply the machinea on the Carrlck, as 
'ill as the alluvial workings. Other enter- 
Isea for water supply are also mooted, no- 
, lily the construction of a now race to cany 
15 ttuter-right of the old Golden Gate Com- 
whose race was constructed to Black’s.

I ceded ihat in the proposals which liave been 
submitted to the Committee, an earnest de- 
sire is evinced to inctu out equal justice to 
all parts of the Province, in so far as thi.s 
can be accomplished with the means at our 
disposal.

In taking all the circumstances into 
coiisidtration, I think liunour.ible members 
will agi'eo in the opinion that the Statement 
I have made is as satisfactory as could have 
been expected, w'heu we consider the large 
drain in our resources to provide for tho jior- 
niancn: charges of the Colony. Wlioii we rc- 
tlcct tint thi.5 Pr.ivince, with a population of 
some 30,000 souls, enutributes a sum of 
D.03..500 as interest and sinking fund on Co- 
lonial Dans, and a further sum of L. .3 1,332 
5s on Provincial lo.ms, making a total of 
L. 177,832 ,5s annually extracted from the

der the provisions of the Act by application from 
the persons entitled thereto. 

Ann i.AKi>s ALIENATED from the CrorsTi after 
the coming into operation of “The Land Trans- 
fer Act, 1870,” are subject to, and must be dealt 
with in manner preaoribcd by the Act.
